Provided howCver, if the seller has intimated la the 
buyer or his broker bis inability to give delivery of 
gc^s upto 1,00 p,m. on the working day preceding the 
contracted last date of delivery, the buyer shall be 
entitled to buy on seller’s account from the market 
on the contracted last date of delivery, goods for the
